CENSUS AND PERSONS AWAY FROM HOME. 


The Census Department aends out the 


following request: 


The count of the people in the United 


.States will begin in nil parts of the coun- 
try J UHe 1, and end iu the citiea two weeks 
later and in the rest of the country before 
the close of the month. The people are 
to be counted ut their places of iceidence, 
but as many perso"B and families will be 
away from their homea during June there 
is some dunger that auch persons will not 
be counted, 
if they are not counted, the 


locality in which tney live will be misre- 
presented to that exient, and in some 
cases this 
misrepresentation 
may 
be 


enough to effect the repieseutation in Con- 
gress of the State from which they come. 
Local pride and State pride, 
therefore, 


should influence all auch absentees to take 
reasonable precautions against being omit- 
ted from enumeration iu their places of 
reaidence. 
Much omissions are moat likely 


to occur in the large citiea where families 
close their homes and go elsewhere for the 
summer. The occurrence of the Paria ex- 
position thia year is likely to increase the 
number absent from the country. 


In all casea of contemplated absence the 


head of the family is requested by the 
Census Oflice to communicate with the su- 
pervisor of the district in which he lives. 
He is also requested to leave information 
regarding hie answers to the questions 
which are to be asked with some responsi- 
ble neighbor who wili agree to see that it 
reaches the enumerator on his rounds. 
Such information might better be left as a 
memorandum iu writing, as in that caae it 
IB leaa likely to be overlooked. 
The ques- 


tions to which answers are desired apply 
primarily to the population, but alao to 
all farms and manufacturing establi-th- 
meuta. They are being published from 
tune to Lime in the press of the country. 


By taking this trouble the absent citizen 


will do justice to his locality aud his State, 
and materially aid the Census OHice in the 
performance of its duties. 


The census schedule will include inquir- 


ies about the age, color or race, data of 
birth, conjugal condition, number of years 
married, place of birth, year of immigra- 
tion to the United Stated, naturalization, 
occupation, number of montha not em- 
ployed, school attendance, and ability to 
read or wr.te of all persons to whom tiiesu 
questions uie applicable. 
In addition, m- 


quiiiea will be made about the ownership 
of homes and farms, farm acreage, value 
and quantity of farm products, amount of 
livestock, etc.
